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REMARKS 

Applicant acknowledges receipt of an Office Action dated July 11, 2007. In this 
response, Applicant has cancelled claim 1 without prejudice or disclaimer in order to permit 
allowed claim 5 to issue without further delay. Claims 4 and 6-9 are currently amended to 
depend from allowed claim 5. Following entry of this amendment, claims 4-9 remain 
pending in the application. 

Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration of the present application in view of 
the foregoing amendments and in view of the reasons that follow. 

Rejection Under 35 U.S.C. § 103 

On page 2 of the Office Action, the PTO has rejected claims 1 , 4, and 6-9 under 35 
U.S.C. § 103(a) as allegedly being unpatentable over U.S. Patent 6,082,449 to Yamaguchi et 
al in view of French Patent FR 2,549,593 to Mansoux (hereafter "FR '593"). In this 
response, Applicant has cancelled claim 1 and amended claims 4 and 6-9 to depend from 
allowed claim 5, rendering this rejection moot. Applicant does not acquiesce in the PTO's 
rejection of these claims but has canceled claim 1 at this time solely in order to permit the 
corrected objected to claims to issue without further delay. Applicant respectfully requests 
withdrawal of the rejection under § 103(a) inasmuch as the claim amendments above render it 
moot. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant acknowledges, with appreciation, the PTO's indication, on page 3 of the 
Office Action, that claim 5 is allowed.
